S.R.O. No. 82 /80. - In exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section ( 1) 
of section 2 of the Kerala Public Services Act, 1968 ( 19 of 1968 ) read with 
section 69 of the Kerala Police Act, 1960 (5 of 1961) and in supersession of 
all the rules and orders on the subject, the Government of Kerala hereby 
make the following Rules to prescribe the qualifications for direct recruitment 
to the post of Police Constables in the Kerala Police Subordinate Service, 
namely : 

RULES 


1. Short title , application and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called 
the Recruitment Rules to the post of Police Constables in the Kerala Police 
Subordinate Service, 1980 . 

(2) They shall apply to the direct recruitment of all Police Constables 
including those in the District Armed Reserve and the Armed Police Battalions 
under the Kerala Police Subordinate Service . 

( 3) They shall come into force at once . 
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2. Qualifications: 

(a ) Educational. - Pass in S. S. L. C. or its equivalent. 
Note : In the case of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, candidates 

who have failed in the S. S. L.C. examination shall also be con 
sidered if sufficient number of qualified candidates are not available 
to fill up the quota of Police Constables reserved for the Scheduled 

Castes/ Scheduled Tribes. 
(b ) Age. - Must have completed 18 years and must be below 25 years 

of age on the 1st day of January of the year in which the applications 

for appointment are invited . 
Note : The maximum age limit shallbe relaxed upto 28 years for Other 

Backward Communities, upto 30 years for Scheduled Castes / 
Scheduled Tribes and upto 40 years for Ex -Servicemen . 


(c) Physical qualification : 
(a ) (i) Height 

167 cms. 
(ii) Chest 

81 cms. with a minimum expan 

sion of 5 cms. 
Note : - Minimum height and chest measurements shall be 160 cms and 
76 cms 

respectively for Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes 
candidates. The minimum chest expansion of 5 cms shall however 
be applicable for them also . 
(b ) Must be certified to possess the visual standard specified below 

without glasses:

Note:-(1) Each eye must have full field of vision . 

(2 ) Colour blindness, squint or any morbid condition of the eyes 

or lids of either eyes shall be a disqualification . 
(c) Must be free from apparant physical defects like knock knee, 

flat foot, varicose veins, bow legs, deformed limbs, irregular 
and protruding teeth , defective speech and hearing .

Battalions shall be separate units for the purpose of recruitments .

Explanatory Note 
(This is not a part of the notification but is intended to indicate the 
general purport) . 


At present, there are no specific rules exist for the direct recruitment of 
Police Constables to the Constabulary . Recruitments to the Special Armed 
Police and District Armed Police are made on the basis of a Press Note No. 
32449/52 /CS dated 12-10-1953 issued by the former Travancore - Cochin 
State Government with modifications issued from time to time. Recruitments 
to the Malabar Special Police are made as per the Malabar Special Police 
Subordinate Service Rules. The Inspector General of Police has suggested 
to Government the need for a revised unified rules for the recruitment of 
Police Constables to the State Police Force. This notification is intended to 
achieve the above object.
